Teaching students is much 
more fun, Fulton r(‘lated 
The job ol any administrator

Sh(‘ I'xplamed that she first 
canu' to .his campus thirty 
ve.irs ago, when it was still a 
junior coiU'ge She was here 
through the vears that the 
school and music department 
expanded from two li* four 
year programs 
■ I was hired to leach 
English. ' Fulton stated. This 
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was done because there was 
no music department on this 
campus at the time and they 
didn’t know how ask for « 
music teacher with no 
department 

For one year ( taught 
freshman English courses and 
organized a chorus that was 
non-credit and a curriculum 
Then the next year we had 
music courses in piano, voice, 
music appreciation I was 
t)usy ■' 

There were only atxiul ;u>n 
students when 1 first came 
here and everyone knew 
everybody else We 
chaperoned dances. t>ecause 
no one could have a dance 
w ithout being chaperoned We 
went to Iheir parties and we 
were very well acquainted ' 
The music department grew 
from a faculty of one to the 
present size and expanded 
from a two year program to an 
accredited four year program 
Fulton elaborated on the 
number of buildings the music 
classes practiced in before the 
present Fine Arts building 
was constructed 
Some of the buildings 
characteristic were compiled 
m a piiture l>ook by herself 
and Dr Meek, including 
caustic remarks and sent to a 
vice chancellor in Knoxville 
We took pictures of the 
burrn*d out attic, the horrible 
men’s rcMim. cracked floors 
and places where bricks were 
falling out We had a 
magnificent piece ol 
propogarida with pictures of 
the worst ^xrssible parts of the 
budding with remarks such as 
Too liad we couldn't have a 
picture of these cracked 
v^'indows in the winter when 
they had snow on the inside 
After (his. and recom 
mendations by the music 
accreditation association, 
appropriations were set aside 
for a $I million budding 
It was onginalK scheduled 
to be finishtMl in the fall of 
1968. but It was not actually 
completed until the fall ol 
1970. Fulton added 
Some background material, 
wrdtten tongue-m-cht'ek’' In 
Fulton was read at the* 
dedication of the budding on 
May 28, 1971

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Building payments raise 
rates of residence halls 


The SIX percent hike in the cost of housing foi 
students next year is the unavoidable result of 
increasing inflation in all areas of the housing 
department 

According to (ieorge L Freeman, director of 
Housing, dormitory costs have risen in five out 
of the past eight years, usually m the neigh 
borhood of five to six percent According to 
Freeman, these increases are the only way to 
make ends meet, and avoid putting the burden 
on others by going into the red 

Housing works on a budget which anticipates 
loss in the first place Because housing is 
classified as a part of the Auxiliary Services, 
any deficits are filled by revenue collected 
from some other part of the Auxiliary Services 
say food services or the bookstore Dr Grass, 
vice^hancellor of Financial Affairs, explains 
that, m the event that these pooled revenues 
fail to pay the year’s housing debts, then the 
money must eithw be drawn from a reserve, 
which contains $268,000 at the present lime, or 
the money must be taken out of the budgets of 
the rest of the University 

TTie main reason for the housing loss is the 
number of new buildings which have been built 
and are currently being paid for Nearly all of 
the dormitories are new. and are the subject of 
interest payments of an average of $ 100,000 
each per year The other three primary con 
tributing factors to the increased cost of 
housing are increases in salary, which are 
mandatorialy set by the state, the cost of 
equipment and materials, and the cost of 
utilities The incr^se in salaries for housing 
employees has risen approximately seven 
percent this year, and utilities have nearly 
doubled in the last four or five years, according 
to Freeman He goes on to say that the six 
percent increase placed on next year s housing 
will not really match these increases in 
exjjenditures. but will only hold down the costs 
asmuch as possible Freeman ventures to say 
that, in order to match the salary, equipment, 
and utility increases, a housing increase of 
eight or nine percent would be required, which 
would be too much for anyone to handle

the looming thought of upcoming exams The

Computer major needed 


h is encouraging to know that the University 
of Tennessee at Martin s mathematics 
department is well on the way to offering a 
major in Computer Science 

The plans for the upcoming major were 
recently approved on the campus level by the 
Academic Senate, including the plans for 
meeting equipment and personnel needs, as 
well as the requirements for the new program 
With this approval reached, the two remaining 
organzations which must approve the program 
before the Computer Science major is finally 
offered are the UT Board of Tiustees and the 
Tennessee High Education Commission 
THEC). 

The Computer Science major is long-awaited 
and much-needed addition to the curriculum 
offered at this University at the present time 
At the present time, only a minor is offered to 
students interested m computer science These 
students lake advantage of the University's 
PDP-11 computer in the Administration 
building, which is able to operate using several 
computer languages, including BASIC, 
COBOL, and FORTRAN In addition to UTM's 
own software ' information stored within the 
machine which directs its operations), there is 
a phone link to Knoxville's computer center, 
which enables students in Martin to gain access 
to UTK’s computer and several of the ad¬ 
ditional features if offers, such as WATFIV ( 
instructional ortran) In other words. UTM 
already has a well-established foundation for 
the inclusion of the major in Computer Science 

In order to be most successful, the computer 
science department will need to increase the 
number of classes as well as the number of 
courses offered, in order to handle the amount 
of students expected to enroll in the new 
Computer Science major program At the 


present lime, most of the classes are com¬ 
pletely closed near the beginning of each 
registration It must be made certain that all 
students who wish to become active in com¬ 
puter science will have the ability to register 
for all courses required without repeat^ 
delays due to full sections The computer 
science department will, of course, do its best 
to increase the magnitude of the entire 
program operation, as the addition of courses 
and the offering of a Computer Science major 
will bring in a large numberof new students 
Johnson has said that he would expect an in¬ 
crease of one hundred students over the next 
couple of years, which would help both the 
rnathmatics department and the University as 
a whole to maintain attendance figures, against 
the general deline currently being felt For¬ 
merly. students interested in receiving a 
degree w ith a major in computer science were 
required to transfer away from the University 
in order to complete their studies, bringing 
enrollment down instead of us 

With many new openings arising all the time 
in the relatively new industry of computers, 
new personnel is constantly being sought from 
schools all across the nation to fill new and 
vacated positions The computer industry is a 
wide open field, inviting dedicated and in¬ 
dustrious students to seek employment in one 
of the many facets of the computer field The 
University of Tennessee at Martin has begun 
equipping students with the necessary 
knowledge through the offering of a minor m 
computer science, now. in order to complete 
the task and give students a greater op¬ 
portunity to advance in the study of computers 
here at UTM. the University needs to im¬ 
plement the major in Computer Science 





Nearly all of the money wharh goes into the 
tu>using department is from the students, and 
amounts to an annual budget of $1,700,000 An 
incidental $1200 cximes in from a downtown 
rental of old University property Also, a small 
amount is "recovered" through the use of 
housing resources by other departments, any 
upholslry work or bug spraying in another 
department, for example, will bring in money 
for housing, but this amount does not actually 
corUnbule to the income 

Married housing, as an exception. Just about 
pays for itself, as the mam^ residents are 
responsible for paying for their own utilities, 
and do not require a clean-up service like the 
other residence halls In this way. any in¬ 
creases in utilities and other expenses in 
married housing is absorbed by the married 
students, instead of the housing department 
.Ml housing must do is "'set married housing to 
pay for itself,‘ according to Freeman 

'The unpaid hosuing is financed by state 
bonds, and the University must return its share 
of the payments in order to clear the bonds The 
new residence halls were built at a time of high 
interest rates. Gross relates TTius. housing is 
stuck with the rates set at that time which, as 
mentioned before, amount to any’where bet¬ 
ween $28,000 and $135,000 per resident hall per 
year 

There is no way at this lime to estimate any 
increases in housing rates beyond the coming 
year As with most everything, commercial 
rates may go up or down, and the most that 
housing can do is to anticipate a margin of loss 
and budget their income to take care of as 
much of the expenditures as possible The 
department is doing what it can to keep the 
costs to the students down at a reasonable level 
w ithout going far into the red The cost of living 
and the cost of education cannot stand still in 
the midst of ever-increasing inflation, and 
housing, like the rest, must adjust to the 
change And m this respect, it would appear 
that the housing department is doing a farily 
good job
